General  information  concerning  the  preparation 
of  the  Third  Edition  of  the  Grnerai.  Bathymetric 
Chart  of  thf.  Oceans  is  given  in  Special  Publica¬ 
tion  N"  30,  Part  Ai  (North  Atlantic  Ocean)  and 
Part  A’l  (South  Atlantic  Ocean)  published  by  the 
International  Hydrographic  Bureau  in  April  1935 
and  January  1936  respectively;  it  is  not  repealed 
here. 

The  index  chart  below  indicates  the  distribution 
of  the  24  Sheets  of  the  General  Bathymetric  Chart 
of  the  Oceans  with  the  date  of  the  latest  edition 
of  each  sheet.  (See  Prices  on  side).

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The  actual  plotting  sheets  drawn  up  by  the  Inter¬ 
national  Hydrographic  Bureau  (or  the  insertion  o( 
the  soundings  for  the  entire  Bathymetric  Chart 
number  9S0.  representing  a  surface  of  7900  square 
feel;  these  plotting  sheets,  the  scale  of  which  is 
ten  times  greater  than  that  of  the  published  chart, 
form  the  basic  documents  used  for  keeping  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Bathymetric  Chart  of  the  Oceans  permanently 
up  to  date. 

For  Sheet  Ai.  which  was  published  in  April  1935. 
the  International  Hydrographic  Bureau  used  no  less 
than  75  of  these  plotting  sheets.  This  Sheet  alone, 
which  depicts  a  particularly  frequented  area  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Ocean,  has  necessitated  the  analysis 
and  recording  on  the  plotting  sheets  of  some  6.4.300 
soundings;  7,800  oceanic  soundings  were  selected  for 
the  final  publication.  The  preceding  edition  (ist 
May  1912)  gave  4.820  and  the  previous  one  (1903) 
3,280  oceanic  soundings. 

Sheet  A’l,  South  Atlantic  Ocean,  published  in 
January  1936,  is  based  on  74  large-scale  plotting 
sheets  containing  18.900  soundings,  of  which  3  100 
were  selected.  The  preceding  edition  (July  1913) 
gave  1.6(58  soundings,  while  the  First  Edition  (1903) 
showed  996. 

A  temporary  sheet  is  annexed  to  Sheet  A’l  and 
may  he  nsscmhlcd  with  it.  The  purpose  of  this 
supplementary  sheet  is  to  permit  the  examination, 
ns  n  whole,  of  the  Bathymetry  of  the  South 
.Atlantic  Ocean  as  far  to  the  Southward  as  the 
limit  of  the  main  Sheet  A*i  and  to  the  meridian  of 
Cape  Agulhas.  It  was  constructed  with  the  same 
enre  and  by  the  same  processes  as  Sheets  At  and 
A*i :  it  covers  part  of  the  areas  within  Sheets  Aiv 
and  A'lV  and  will  be  incorporated  in  the  third  edi¬ 
tions  of  these  sheets  when  they  are  published. 


Sheet  Ei,  forming  the  subject  of  the  present  publi¬ 
cation.  was  drawn  up  by  the  International  Hydrogra¬ 
phic  Bureau  on  63  large-scale  plotting  sheets;  this 
sheet  has  required  the  analysis  and  inscription  of 
41.000  soundings  on  the  plotting  sheets;  7,000  oceanic 
soundings  were  selected  for  the  final  publication. 
The  preceding  edition  (ist  June  1926)  gave  2,780 
soundings,  while  the  First  Edition  (ist  July  1903) 
showed  2,470. 

Sheet  Bi  extends  from  the  parallel  of  46®  40’ 
North  to  that  of  72®  North.  Constructed  on  Mer¬ 
cator's  projection,  so  that  it  may  be  assembled  with 
Sheet  .Ai,  it  is  on  a  natural  scale  varying  between 
1:6.884.300  and  1:3099.(500;  that  of  the  central 
parallel  (59®  20’  N.)  being  1:5109,400.  This  mean 
scale  is  thus  approximately  double  that  of  the  chart 
at  the  Equator. 

The  plotting  sheets  are  on  a  scale  about  ten 
times  greater;  however,  North  of  Latitude  65“  N., 
the  scale  adopted  for  the  plotting  sheets  is  only 
five  times  that  of  the  chart.

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Jt  will  be  noted  that  new  soundings  have  enabled 
a  much  more  detailed  representation  of  the  area, 
sometimes  named  the  Tclcgro[>h  Plateau  on  account 
of  the  large  number  of  cables  which  arc  laid  on 
it  between  Europe  and  America,  to  be  portrayed.  It 
will  not  be  possible,  however,  to  retain  this  deno¬ 
mination,  for  it  refers  to  a  region  which,  far  from 
being  a  plateau,  is  extremely  uneven,  and  is  tra¬ 
versed  by  the  great  sill  of  depths  of  less  than 
1,000  metres  which  extends  throughout  the  Atlantic 
and  joins  the  Southwestern  point  of  Iceland,  and 
which  stretches  right  up  to  the  6oth  degree  of 
Nortij  latitude.  This  sill  is  particularly  uneven 
between  latitudes  47"  and  54"  N. ;  the  new  repre¬ 
sentation  of  it  differs  greatly  from  that  formerly 
shown. 

large  area  comprised  between  this  sill  on  the 
West  and  Rockall  Bank  on  the  East,  and  between 
the  parallels  of  47"  and  62*  N.  is  nearly  comple¬ 
tely  devoid  of  soundings.  The  depths  on  it  seem 
to  range  from  2.000  to  3,000  metres  and  doubtless 
it  will  he  considered  that  its  exploration  should  be 
included  in  the  forthcoming  work  of  European 
Oceanographers. 

Rockall  Bank  extends  far  to  the  South  with 
depths  of  1,000  to  2,000  metres.  Two  new  banks 
have  been  discovered  near  its  northern  end. 

Our  knowledge  of  the  depths  hetween  Greenland 
and  Canada  has  also  progressed;  likewise  along  the 
East  coa.st  of  Greenland  and  to  tlic  North  of  Ice¬ 
land.  It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  ridge  which 
unites  these  two  islands  carries  depths  of  less  than 
500  metres;  a  long  and  narrow  spur  with  depths 
of  less  than  1,000  metres  prolongs  Jan  Mayen  Island 
to  the  southward  to  about  I. at.  Og*  N..  and  several 
soundings  of  under  1.000  metres  have  been  obtained 
to  the  westward  between  this  island  and  Scorcsby 
Sound. 

W'itli  regard  to  the  topography,  the  coast  line 
and  part  of  the  orography  of  the  whole  of  the 
Canadian  region  have  been  drawn  anew;  for  this 
purpose  the  results  of  recent  surveys  were  used; 
the  same  holds  good  for  a  portion  of  the  South- 
East  coast  of  Greenland  and  for  the  relief  of  its 
icc-cap. 

The  number  of  names  inscribed  in  the  parts  of 
the  chart  representing  the  sea  has  been  reduced 
considerably  so  as  not  to  impede  the  reading  of 
the  soundings  and  of  the  contour  lines,  of  which 
the  chart’s  principal  purpose  is  to  give  as  complete 
a  representation  as  possible. 

A  list  of  sources  utilised  for  the  drawing  up  of 
the  bathymetry  and  hypsometry  of  the  Third  Edi¬ 
tion  of  Sheet  B[,  North  .Atlantic  Ocean,  is  given 
hereunder.
